The Mlsaourl-Kansas-Texas Railroad Corpany (M.KT) . with I t s 
wholly-owned subsidiary, the Oklahoma, Kansas and Texas Railroad 
Company fOKTi, presently operates over approxl-^ately 3.100 nlles 
of railroad In Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas, Neb-.-asKa, and 
Iowa, extending frora I t s principal northern terminals at Council 
Bluffs, IA. Omaha. NE. St. Louis. MO. ani '-.ansas City, MC'KS, to 
I t s principal southern terminals at Dallas, Fort Worth, San 
Antonio, Houston, ana Galveston, TX. 

On July 18. 1981, MKT f i l e d these responsive app;Icitions as 
proposed conditions to the applications In Finance Docket N.̂. 
301^0 and embraced cases, where the Santa Pe Jauthern Pacific 
Corporation (SFSP) seeks authority to acquire contr:! of Sout-.ern 
Pacl'lc Transportation Company (SPT) and to merge SPT and the 
Atchison. Topeka and Santa Fe Railway Company (ATSF) to form 
SPSF. and for related transactions. Notice of those applications 
was published In the Federal Register on A p r i l 20, 198i, at 19 
Fed. Reg. 16881. 

By statute and regulation, responsive applications were due 
to be f i l e d July 19, 19Sl. [19 U.S.C. 11315 ( b) •; 2); and 19 
C.F.R. 1180.1(d)(1).] ''e granted MKT an extension of tine to 
complete I t s applications by Septerabe:- 10, 1931 (decision served 
July 23, 1981). Supporting financial Information, environmental 
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Financ- Docket No. SO-OO (,Sjb--;os. 8 and 10), et al_. 

and energv da.a, market Impact analysis, operating plan. Jenslty 
charts, and v e r i f i e d statements n..st be f i l e d by that date. 

A summary of the applications follows: 

(1) In Finance Docket No. 30100 (Sub-Nos. 8 and 10). MKT 
seeks trackage rights over SPT fr-on San Antonio to Corpus 
C h r l s t i , TX, including the use of trackage of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad Company (MP̂  t.hat Is presently used by SP. In 
aervlng Corpus C h r l s t i , and that Is tne subject of the Sub-No. 9 
application; and MKT seeks authority to construct a connection 
from present MKT trackage In San Antonio to present SP. trackage 
m San Antonio.

Railroad Conpany (TM), MP. SP. and Corpus Chr l s t i Tet-tnin^l 
Association at Corpus Chrlsti Is also sought along with the r.gh. 
to serv." the Fort of -"Torpus Chrlsti and to serve a l l other 
industries In Corpus Chrlsti through reciprocal switching. 

If this Commission does not grant Its prlnary request for 
trackage rights to Corpus Chrlsti, MKT requests trackage righ.s 
over lp?'s line from San Antonio to Eagle Pass, TX, which 
requires the construction of the sane P^'^fJ^' [l"''^ 
to use SPT terminal f a c i l i t i e s an-l services at Eagle Pass, to 
serve a l l Industries at Eagle Pass, and to ^ " ' - r r ^ ^ ' - ^ L ^ ' ^ ^ i n l l 
National Railways of Mexico. These trackage rights and terminal 
rights are s p e c i f i c a l l y :

Ml^e Post 1036.1 to approximately Mile Post 210.- on the 
SPT's DeJ Rio iubdlvlslon east of Tower 112. MKT wou d then 
continue on the Del Rio Subdivision to Spofford at Mile Pos.

In t h ' SP-̂ 's Yard, a distance cf approximately 161.2 mixes, 
sale line being located In Bexar, Medina.

The applications substantially comply with the appllcaMe 
regulations, waivers, and extensions granted. However, w i l l 
require MKT to present mor«- evidence regarding I t s --elated 
Sub-Ncs. 8 and 10 ana ItE Sub-No. 9 app 1) ̂ «*-Ions. The 
description of trackage rights in tne Sub-No . 9 and lo 
applications Includes a portion of MP track. We presume that 
this is the HP l i n e and connecting tracks described in the 
Sub-No. 9 applicaticn. W; w i l l accept the Sub-Nos. 8, 9, and 10 
applications on the condition that MKT provide, by the extension 
date, more detailed Information, such as maps and mile posts, 
clearly indicating the trackage over which i t seeks to operate In 
these applications and the applications' relation to eacn other. 

The applications and exhibits are available for Inspection 
i r the Public Docket Room at the Offices of the Interstate 
Cc 'merce Commission In Washington, DC. In addition, they raay be 
obtained from applicant's representative;-, upon request. 
Interested persons should request copies of exhibits, due 
September 10th, from applic-int's rf.prese-'l at 1 ves , so that their 
comments may r e f l e c t the later f l l ;d info'-natlor .

Those 
applications are the .-ubject of oral hearings conducted by 
Admln'.stcitlve Law Judge James E. Hopkins, commencing C-tober 1, 
1981. By statute, the evidentiary phase of these proceeulngs 
must end by Ai - r l l 20, 1986. Service of an i n i t i a l decision w i l l 
be waived, and determination of the merits of the applications 
w i l l be made In the f i r s t instance by the entire Comnisslon. 19 
U.S.C. 11315.
